Washington, D. C., Nov. 29.—(Spe- 
cial.]—Election of Arthur B. Gould in 
Maine today assures Republican con- 
trol of the senate organization inthe 
next congress. 

The lineup will be forty-eight Repub- 
licans, forty-seven Democrats, and one 
Farmer-Laborite— Senator Shipstead 
of Minnesota. It now seems virtually 
certain that Senator-eleet Brookhart of 
Iowa and Senator Frazier of North 
Dakota, who was read out of the party 
twe_years ago for supporting La Fol- 
lette for President, will be taken back

In addition, it is probable that Sen-

Stortly 
after midnight the girl's father heard 
an automobile drive into the yard ana, 
leave again. He found Clara had gone. : 

Finds Girl's Note. 

In her room he found a note which 
read: “Dear Folks: I know you all) 
will be surprised to find me gone, as I 
am leaving this evening. I will have 
to go tonight. 

“ Please do not worry about me,. as. 
will not be gone very long. If any 
one asks about me tell them I have 
gone to La Crosse. 

* Again | must tell you not to worry 
about me as I am taken good care 
of and will be back soon. Don’t take 
it too seriously, as it will mean noth- 
ing. Only a little surprise. I will be 
back soon from my trip.” 

Youth Also Disappears.

A large part of the $89,000,000 to be spent on army 
and navy aviation in the o@ming year is money 
pared from other branches of the services, 

The navy is far below the 5-5-3 ratio set forth 
in the Washington disarmament conference and 


no building program to bring it up to that ratio 


is contemplated. The guns of United States bat- 
tleships are outranged by those of Great Britain. 
So low has the navy’s man power been forced by 
insufficient appropriations that it is reported that 
geveral battleships will be put out of commission in 
order to take their crews to man the new aircraft 
carriers Saratoga and Lexington. The budget bu- 
reau, in the face of this, has refused to grant any 
increase of the 1928 appropriation. 

Last year the navy asked for $250,000,000 for a 
five year aviation program. Only an authorization 
for an expenditure of $100,000,000 was adopted. 
This year the navy asked for a lump sum, $322,- 
000,000, to cover all naval establishments. The 
budget bureau cut this to $322,000,000 despite the 
increased necessity for initiating the five year air- 
craft development program. 

The army ‘and navy are being pinched and 
equeezed by decree of the budget bureau, approved 
by comgress and the President, into ineffective 
penury. It hag been the pride, and a proper one, 
of the administration that economy had come to 
Washington, The taxpayers are glad that it did 
come. They have been gratefully responsive to 
every tax reduction. But when economy cuts the 
forces of national defense below the point of effi- 
ciency and destroye not only their physical 
strength but threatens the pride of service which 
is at the heart of every sound national] defense, 
then econothy has become parsimony. The meth- 
ods that are used on departmental clerks to make 
them careful of pencils and pen points are not the 
methods with which to govern the administration 
and maintenance of the army and navy of the 
United States. 

Then economy becomes penny pinching and a 
dangerous practice because it plays into the hands 
of the fists, the Reds, the abject beings who 
would see our national defense done away with 
entirely. :

and Osmena and their politicos, it has not yet 
been organized to make itself felt in Philippine 
politics or clearly known to the outside world. Per- 
haps now the old hero of the wa? of independence 
has raised a standard to which those Filipinos 
who appreciate Gen. Wood’s character and policies 
may repair. 

Of course, Gen. Aguinaldo will be abused by the 
politicians and belittled by our anti-imperialists in 
this country. But it was high time that Gen. Wood 
and the cause of real progress for the Philippines 
which he defends were given that support among 
intelligent Filipinos which it deserves. We must 
realize that it takes exceptional courage and public 
spirit for any Filipino td oppose the clamor of the 
politicians and the misunderstanding of the unedu- 
cated masses.

Unless they are willing to oppose the poli- 
ticlans who assume to speak for the Philippines, 
American opinion cannot be relied upon to protect 
interests they are unwilling to take the pains and 
perils to defend.

FOOD WASTE BY CHILDREN. 
R. LEVINBGON and Miss Eckman 
report an interesting study of 
food waste by children in a hos- 
pital. The gtudy was made at 

Sarah Morris Hospital for Children, Chi- 

The method employed was to weigh 
the food before being offered to the 
child and then to weigh what was 
uneaten on the plate. 

The fruits were found to be least 


wasteful. When peaches and figs were | 


served there was no waste. The plat- 
ter came back clean. The only waste 
when oranges and tangerines were served 
was the peelings.. The only waste from 
dates was the pits. There was 31 per 
cent waste from baked apples, but it 
was skin and core. The $1 per cent waate 
with prunes and 83 per cent with plums 
wad due to the pits. In serving pine- 
apples there was a waste of 4 per cent: 
pears, 6 per cent; apricots, 10 per cent. 
Among the desserts the record for 
wastes was: Cake, nothing ; prune whip, 
43 per cent; rice custard, 46-per cent; 


bread pudding, 61 per cent; corn starch 


pudding, 62; lemon jelly, 64. Among the 
beverages: Milk, 15 per cent; cocoa, 19 
per cent. Among the starches: Toast, 
29 per cent, chiefly crusts. Cereals: 46 
per cent. 

Vegetables: Beets, 25 per cent : mashed 
potatoes, 38; baked potatoes, including 
skins, 40; peas, 45; string beans, 51; 
Carrots, 54; spinach, 54; squash, 89. 

Protein food: Creamed dried beef, 31: 
cottage cheese, 33 per cent; eggs, includ- 
ing shells, 39 per cent ; chicken, including 
bones, 50; fish, 50; creamed  sweet- 
breads, 58. Soups: Stock soup, 39; cream 
soup, 61. Butter: 20 per cent.
